DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows:

Species B - Figures 4a, 4b, and 5 

Species C - Figure 6 

Species D - Figures 7, 8a, 8b, and 9 

Species E - Figure 10 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.

3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Species A includes 
an adjuster that incorporates a plurality of holes in a surface of the tube and a sleeve to 
control the diaphragm, Species B includes an adjustment screw that adjusts the 
pressure on the diaphragm, Species C includes a lever gate to close the diaphragm, 
Species D includes a actuating rod that moves via the diaphragm below the water 
surface, and Species E includes a flood barrier. The general inventive concept is a 
valve system that is operates a diaphragm via fluid pressure which is not a technical 
feature that defines a contribution which each of the claimed species, considered as a 
whole, makes over the prior art.
